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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To clarify the using range of a player at a 
low cost without changing the present structure of an islant and to 
improve convenience when the player places his belongings or plays a 
game. 

SOLUTION: A tray main body 20 for sectioning the using range to be 
occupied by one player on the top plate B of a game machine island is & 
provided and a clip 31 is provided on the lower surface part of the tray 
main body 20 as an attachment means for freely attachably and 
detachably fixing it to the top plate B. Also, the tray main body 20 is 
provided with a cup holder 21, a small article placing space 22, a coin 
holder 23 and a handrest 24.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 


[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention relates to the tray member 
of the game machine island used for the back side upper part of a top plate for two or 
more game machines to the aforementioned top plate, attaching on the game machine 
island which installs and becomes so that a train may be made. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The shelf currently called top plate for a game person 
placing baggage or placing **** is formed in the game machine island equipped with 
game machines, such as a slot machine similar to the pachinko base currently installed in 
the present pachinko game store, or it. The usual top plate 1 is made by a flat metal plate 
of one sheet, a fancy plywood, etc. which were connected with the longitudinal direction 
of an island as shown in drawing 8 . Moreover, although it is a small number, as shown in 
drawing 9 , the top plate (an individual top plate is called hereafter) 2 which was not 
connected with one sheet but was individually attached for every game machine is also 
known for recently.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, there was a problem of being easy 
to push down when it rolls when an object is placed, or the cup of a drink etc. is placed, 
since it is the shelf board with which all only carried out the flat form in the top plate 1 
and the individual top plate 2 of the former which was mentioned above, it was low and 
the convenience as a shelf was lacking in the convenience except placing an object. 
[0004] Furthermore, in the top plate 1 shown in drawing 8 , it is connected with the 
longitudinal direction of an island, and since assignment of the use range which can be 
occupied and used the whole game person is not divided clearly, the game person is using 
his use range for near aim from the width of face of a game machine etc., doing. 
Therefore, in the situation in which others are playing the game in a next seat, since the 
use range was not clear even when the load which might use mind and the next game 
person placed conversely was contained in its use range so that the placed load may not 
overflow next, it might be careful of that and ****** displeasure might be sensed. 
[0005] Thus, that the problem produced from the ambiguity of the use range should be 
solved, the usual top plate 1 is not formed, but recently, as shown in drawing 9 , the game 
stores in which the individual top plate 2 divided for every game machine is formed have 
also been increasing in number little by little. However, in order to make it the individual 
top plate 2, the island which installs newly the island beforehand made as an object for 
individual top plates, or has already been installed needed to be converted, and there was 


a trouble that cost increased. 

[0006] this invention was not made paying attention to the trouble which the above 
conventional technology has, and it aims at offering the tray member of the game 
machine island which can raise the convenience when a game person placing an object or 
playing a game while making the use range of a game person clarify by the low cost, 
without changing the structure of the present island. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The place made into the summary of this invention for 
attaining the purpose mentioned above consists in each following item. 
[0008] 1 In Game Machine Island Which Installs and Becomes Back Side Upper Part of 
Top Plate (B) about Two or More Game Machines (A) so that Train May be Made It is 
the tray member (10) of the game machine island used attaching in the aforementioned 
top plate (B). Only the surface integral which divides the use range which one game 
person who sits down in front of each game machine (A) should occupy spreads to an 
abbreviation horizontal direction. The tray member of the game machine island 
characterized by establishing the attachment means (30) for having the main part of a tray 
(20) laid on top of the aforementioned top-plate (B) upper surface, and fixing to the 
aforementioned top plate (B) free [ attachment and detachment ] at the inferior-surface- 
of-tongue section of this main part of a tray (20) (10). 

[0009] 2 The aforementioned attachment means (30) is the tray member of the game 
machine island given in 1 term characterized by the bird clapper from the clip which 
engages with a top-plate (B) inferior surface of tongue in **** (10). 
[0010] 3 The aforementioned attachment means (30) is the tray member of the game 
machine island given in 1 term characterized by the bird clapper from the clamp which 
can be stuck to a top-plate (B) inferior surface of tongue by pressure with a conclusion 
screw thread (10). 

[001 1] 4 1 characterized by preparing at least one of a cup electrode holder, every 
accessories, a coin electrode holder, and hand rests in the aforementioned main part of a 
tray (20), 2, or the tray member of a game machine island given in 3 terms (10). 
[0012] 5 1,2 and 3 which are characterized by fabricating the aforementioned main part 
of a tray (20) in the size which extends to the top-plate (B) front, or the tray member of a 
game machine island given in 4 terms (10). 

[0013] Next, an operation is explained, according to the tray member (10) concerning the 
1st term - the main part of a tray (20) - each game machine (of a game machine island ~ 
it lays on top of the top-plate (B) upper surface so that it may correspond to every A), and 
it fixes so that it may not move by the attachment means (30) in the inferior-surface-of- 
tongue section of this main part of a tray (20) to a top plate (B) 

[0014] Since the main part of a tray (20) fixed on the top plate (B) divides the use range 

which one game person who sits down in front of each game machine (A) should occupy, 

a game person can recognize his use range clearly and easily. 

[0015] If its own load is placed on the main part of a tray (20), it will become 

unnecessary thereby, to use mind also in the situation in which others are playing the 

game in a next seat, so that it may not overflow next recklessly. Moreover, since this fact 

can be clearly judged when the load which the next game person placed is contained in its 

use range conversely, it also becomes possible to notice it about a basis freely. 

[0016] And since it is fixable to a top plate (B) free [ attachment and detachment ] with 


an attachment means (30), the main part of a tray (20) can equip with the main part of a 
tray (20) by the low cost very easily, without changing the structure of an old island in 
any way. Although not limited here, especially concerning the attachment means (30) of 
the main part of a tray (20), it can consider as the clip which engages with a top-plate (B) 
inferior surface of tongue in **** like invention given in dyadic, or can consider as the 
clamp which can be stuck to a top-plate (B) inferior surface of tongue by pressure with a 
conclusion screw thread like invention given in 3 terms. In the former, attachment-and- 
detachment work is very easy, and becomes possible [ more certainly fixing ] at the latter. 
[0017] Moreover, according to the tray member (10) concerning the 4th term, since at 
least one of a cup electrode holder, every accessories, a coin electrode holder, and hand 
rests was prepared in the main part of a tray (20), ** which raises the convenience when a 
game person placing an object or playing a game is made on it. Moreover, according to 
the tray member (10) concerning the 5th term, since the main part of a tray (20) was 
fabricated in the size which extends to the top-plate (B) front, area which can be used as a 
shelf compared with the conventional top plate (B) can be made large. 
[0018] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Hereafter, based on a drawing, various kinds of 
operation gestalten of this invention are explained. Drawing 1 and drawing 2 show the 1st 
operation gestalt of this invention, the tray concerning this operation gestalt — a member 
1 0 uses it for the back side upper part of the top plate B prolonged in the island 
longitudinal direction for two or more game machines A to the aforementioned top plate 
B, attaching on the game machine island which installs and becomes so that a train may 
be made 

[0019] Various kinds of game machines, such as a slot machine which is similar to it 
besides a pachinko base which was illustrated with the game machine A here, 
correspond, it is shown in drawing 1 and drawing 2 — as — a tray — a member 10 is 
equipped with the main part 20 of a tray laid on top of the top-plate B upper surface, and 
comes to prepare the attachment means 30 for fixing to a top plate B free [ attachment 
and detachment ] at the inferior-surface-of-tongue section of this main part 20 of a tray 
[0020] The main part 20 of a tray is the thing of the shape of a tray to which only the 
surface integral which divides the use range which one game person who sits down in 
front of each game machine A should occupy spread to the abbreviation horizontal 
direction, and is really fabricated by the synthetic-resin metallurgy group etc. As for the 
main part 20 of a tray, it is fundamentally good to establish the specification 
configuration of two to 3 type by resin fabrication, and to set up a variation with a 
forming color or the combination of the quality of the materials (for example, artificial 
marble etc.). 

[0021] The amount of [ of the main part 20 of a tray ] center section is **** installation 
space 20a for placing **** C, and in order to raise the convenience of a top plate B, the 
cup electrode holder 21, every [ 22 ] accessories, and the coin electrode holder 23 are 
formed in the left-hand side of installation space 20a. Moreover, the hand rest 24 is 
formed in the right-hand side of installation space 20a. In addition, the hand rest 24 does 
not necessarily need to prepare all, and they are partly chosen as the cup electrode holder 
21, every [ 22 ] accessories, the coin electrode holder 23, and it, and it should just prepare 
them in them suitably. 

[0022] If it says in detail, circularly, every accessories are the parts cut in the square so 


that one step might become low from the upper front face of the main part 20 of a tray, a 
cup, accessories, etc. of a drink which the game person placed will fall, or the cup 
electrode holder 21 will roll. Moreover, the coin electrode holder 23 is cut so that it may 
become depressed long and slender in a semicircle cross section, arranges change and can 
place it now. 

[0023] Moreover, the hand rest 24 is the part which protruded so that it might become 
higher one step than the upper front face of the main part 20 of a tray at a trapezoidal 
shape, and is for using it, putting an arm, in case a game person operates and plays the 
game of the handle a of the game machine A, and making defatigation of an arm mitigate. 
In addition, the main part 20 of a tray is not limited to one mold goods, such as a resin, 
may equip with workpieces (for example, a panel, a pressed part, etc.) separately as 
occasion demands, and may form. 

[0024] Furthermore, in order to raise not only the configuration in respect of practical use 
but design nature, it may design or the main part 20 of a tray may put a pattern into a 
front face by embossing, printing or a film imprint, etc. at the time of fabrication so that a 
feeling of a gorgeous feeling, a profound feeling, and a rest etc. may be sensed in the 
appearance, thus, the thing for which the design nature of the main part 20 of a tray is 
raised -- a tray - a member 10 also comes to play the role of the accessories of a top plate 
B 

[0025] The attachment means 30 is formed in the inferior-surface-of-tongue section of 
the main part 20 of a tray at one, and consists of a clip 3 1 which engages with a top-plate 
B inferior surface of tongue in **** with this operation gestalt. As shown in drawing 2 , 
the inferior-surface-of-tongue section of the main part 20 of a tray is equipped with the 
bracket 25 for fixation in one, and the aforementioned clip 31 is really fabricated that it 
should engage with the top-plate B inferior surface of tongue which is not being worn by 
the blood 25 for fixation in direct **** so that it may be prolonged more back than the 
front end bottom of the main part 20 of a tray. 

[0026] With this operation gestalt, using the elasticity of a clip 3 1 , as a top plate B is 
inserted, it can fix to this top plate B by the inferior-surface-of-tongue side of a clip 31 
and main part of tray 20 the very thing. In addition, the aforementioned bracket 25 for 
fixation was made to correspond to the thickness of a top plate B, was fabricated from 
sheet metal, and has achieved the duty of reinforcing materials so that it can support from 
under from the upper surface of a top plate B to a front end space-under-the-porch side. 
[0027] Next, an operation is explained, the tray concerning this operation gestalt - in a 
member 10, the clip 3 1 as an attachment means is formed in the main part 20 of a tray in 
one, and fixation in a top plate B is performed by [ as inserting a top plate B ] using the 
elasticity of a clip 3 1 by the inferior-surface-of-tongue side of this clip 3 1 and main part 
20 of a tray 

[0028] therefore, a tray ~ for fixing a member 10 to a top plate B - a tray - the case 
where it removes that what is necessary is just to push in so that a member 10 may be 
made to slide horizontally to a top plate B - a tray - since what is necessary is just to 
make a member 10 slide to the front, and to draw it out, the attachment and detachment to 
a top plate B can be performed very easily thus -- the time of attachment and detachment 
exchanging the game machine A by change of the model of eye A an easy hatchet, for 
example, game machine, etc. -- a tray - there is no member 10 in the trouble of the 
removal work of the game machine A with a bird clapper 


[0029] Since the main part 20 of a tray fixed on the top plate B divides the use range 
which one game person who sits down in front of each game machine A should occupy, a 
game person can recognize his use range clearly and easily. If its own load is placed on 
the main part 20 of a tray, it will become unnecessary thereby, to use mind also in the 
situation in which others are playing the game in a next seat, so that it may not overflow 
next recklessly. Moreover, since this fact can be clearly judged when the load which the 
next game person placed is contained in its use range conversely, it also becomes 
possible to notice it about a basis freely. 

[0030] Moreover, since the cup electrode holder 21, every [ 22 ] accessories, the coin 
electrode holder 23, and the hand rest 24 were formed in the main part 20 of a tray, 
respectively, ** which raises the convenience when a game person placing an object or 
playing a game is made on it. in addition, a tray -- if it designs or a pattern is put into a 
front face by embossing, printing or a film imprint, etc. at the time of fabrication so that a 
feeling of a gorgeous feeling, a profound feeling, and a rest etc. may be sensed in the 
appearance of a member 10, design nature will raise — having — a tray — a member 10 
also plays the role of the ornament of a top plate B 

[0031] Drawing 3 shows the 2nd operation gestalt of this invention. This operation gestalt 
constitutes the attachment means from the clamp 32 which can be stuck to a top-plate B 
inferior surface of tongue by pressure with the conclusion screw thread 33. Thereby, 
main part of tray 20A is firmly [ certainly and ] fixable to a top plate B. In addition, the 
explanation which gave the same sign to the 1st operation gestalt mentioned above and 
the part of the same kind, and overlapped them is omitted. 

[0032] Drawing 4 shows the 3rd operation gestalt of this invention. This operation gestalt 
fabricates main part of tray 20A in the size which extends to the top-plate B front. Thus, 
by making large main part of tray 20B order width of face, area which can be used as a 
shelf compared with the existing top plate B can be made large. In addition, the 
explanation which gave the same sign to the 1st operation gestalt mentioned above and 
the part of the same kind, and overlapped them is omitted. 

[0033] Drawing 5 - drawing 7 show the 4th operation gestalt of this invention. Main part 
of tray 20C is fabricated with this operation gestalt by the size in which the front end 
veranda extends for a while to the top-plate B front to a trapezoidal shape. Every [ 22 ] 
accessories are prepared in the ends side of main part of tray 20C the lot every with the 
cup electrode holder 21, respectively. 

[0034] Moreover, the attachment means prepared in main part of tray 20C at one consists 
of a clamp 32 which can be stuck to a top-plate B inferior surface of tongue by pressure 
with the conclusion screw thread 33. Furthermore, if it says in detail, a clamp 32 makes 
the principal part the bracket 25 for fixation which fixed at one on the inferior surface of 
tongue of main part of tray 20C, is made to screw it in the protruding pieces 25a and 25a 
of the couple formed in the soffit edge of this bracket 25 for fixation respectively possible 
[ rotation of the conclusion screw thread 33 ], and is constituted. 
[0035] Like each aforementioned operation gestalt, since reconstruction of an island is 
not needed on the occasion of anchoring of the main part 10 of a tray, the installation to 
the existing game store is possible, and since a special workmanship is not needed, either, 
anchoring is very easy according to such 4th operation gestalt. Moreover, since removal 
can also be done simply, a game machine puts in and there is no bird clapper in the 
trouble of**. 


[0036] the tray concerning this invention — the configuration and composition of a 
member are not necessarily limited to what was concretely illustrated as various kinds of 
aforementioned operation gestalten 
[0037] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to the tray member concerning this invention, it has 
the main part of a tray which divides the use range which one game person should occupy 
on the top plate of a game machine island. Since it comes to prepare the attachment 
means for fixing to the aforementioned top plate free [ attachment and detachment ] in 
the inferior-surface-of-tongue section of this main part of a tray, the main part of a tray 
by the attachment means A game person can recognize his use range clearly and easily 
with the main part of a tray which could attach in the top plate of an island by the low 
cost very easily, and was fixed to the top plate, without changing the structure of an old 
island in any way, without using an excessive mind for the circumference. [ on a top plate 

] 

[0038] Moreover, if at least one of a cup electrode holder, every accessories, a coin 
electrode holder, and hand rests is prepared in the main part of a tray, ** which raises the 
convenience when a game person placing an object or playing a game will be made on it. 
Furthermore, if the main part of a tray is fabricated in the size which extends to the top- 
plate front again, area which can be used as a shelf compared with the conventional top 
plate can be made large.
